By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director ‘Crop Testing Plan.” 


An international economic battle 
for wheat markets will some day— 
perhaps soon —take place. 

The contestants will undoubtedly 
be Canada, the Argentine, Russia, 
the Danubian countries, Australia. 
Which exporting country will be 
able to increase its wheat acreage? 
Which will be forced to decrease 
acreage? And which will be able 
to hold the acreage they now have? 

The country that can produce the 
highest quality at the lowest cost 
will win; the others will lose. 

The harsh truth is that it is much 
more necessary for Canada to keep 
her present acreage in wheat than 
itis for any of the other countries, 
The Argentine has corn, flaxseed 
and cattle as substitutes. Australia 
has mutton and wool. The Danub- 
ian countries have corn, pork and 
tobacco. Russia has a very large 
population needing more foodstuffs. 
Canada alone has no substitutable 
product for export which she can 
xrow on any substantial part of her 
twenty-four million acres now in 
wheat. 

Western Canada, therefore, son e- 
how must improve the quality of 
her wheat and bring down the cost 
of production, Can she do this? 
Yes! | for one believe she can, 
provided the Dominion government 
will assist the West, even more than 
it doing, along sound 
constructive lines,

Grasses, Legumes 
Boost Fertility 


It is common knowledge that on 
thousands of farms in Alberta the 
soil is worn out from following # 
continuous rotation of grain inter- 
npersed with summerfallow, In « 
few more years, if this condition is 
further aggravated by adhering to 
the old system of farming, much of 
the land that has not actually left 
home will be covered with nothing 
but the weeds that grow on barren 
ground, 

The question is: ‘'How can this 
Jand be restored to its normal ability 
to produce good crops?’’ 

And the answer is: ‘Through 
the intelligent use of grassea—to 
inerease the fibre content, and of 
Jeguimes and in some cases fertilizers 
—to restore fertility.’ 


This does not apply to the short! 


grass prairie, where the problem ix 
tnuch more complex and where the 
difticulties to be surmounted are 
vastly greater; butin the park belt 
and transitional prairie belt, this 
problem may be solved by the use of 
forage crops. 

Rotation experiments conducted 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, have shown that in 
years of reasonable rainfall, wheat 
seeded after aweet clover will pro- 
duce ae good yields as wheat after 
summerfallow Why not. take 
advantage of the extra profit from 
the forage crop? 

Exch year more and more farmers 
are realizing their precarious predica- 
ment. Asa result, more grass and 
legume crops are being included in 
farm rotations, and the yielding 
ability of this land is being restored, 
while weeds are being held in check, 

Hay Mixtures Recommended, 

Experience has shown, that in 
order to secure the best stand pos- 
sible under current weather condit 
ions, it is wise to seed mixtures of 
grasses and legumes. Such mixtures 
increase both the fertility and the 
fibre content of the soil, and produce 
hay which is relished by livestock. 

For meadows to be left down for 
only one year, the Lacombe Station 
recommends the following: 15 Lbs. 
sweet clover; or 15 lbs sweet clover, 
4|bs timothy; or 10]b sweet clover, 
8 lb. rye grass. 

For meadows to be used for two 
years: Minature of 10 lb. sweet clover, 
2 Ib. timothy and 5 lb. rye grass is 
very suitable. 

For meadows to be left down for 
three yearsor longer: iz Lb. alfalfa; 
or 8 |b alfalfa, 2 Ib. timothy, 5 Ib 
rye grass; or 8 Jb. alfalfa, 4 Ib tim- 
othy; or 8 Ib. alfalfa, 8 lb. brome 
grass. 

Special mixtures are recommend- 
ed for low wet places or wet districts 
Where the land is not flooded for 
more than a week or ten days in the 
spring, a mixture of 4 lb each of 
timothy. red clover and alsike clover 
tay be used, But where it is under 
water for a considerable time each 
year, 2 lb timothy, 2 lb red top

Ancient Custom 
Lingers On 


Early Church Started Fish Habit 
That Persists To This Day. 


Fishermen from the Atlantie to 
the Pacifie are hopeful that the 
present effort of the Canadian 
Government to promote consump 
tion of Canadian fish will result in 
people eating more fish throughout 
the week, rather than 
delicacy to Fridays. 


Though fish has been eaten ar a 
food since prehistoric timea, the 
early Christian Church decreed that 
no meat should be eaten on Fridave 
and fast-daya, but that fi-h might 
be euhstituted From that arose a 
practice that has persisted down to 
the preaent time and has led people 
of every denomination to associate 
fieh with Friday, often to the virtual 
exclusion of all other days 


According to leading executives of 
the fishing industry, this babit isnot 
only harmful to the industry but is 
robbing people of many advantages 
If the people eat more fish through- 
out the week. they would be assured 
of fresher fish and they would get it 
at lower prices. The increased de 
mand forthe products of sea, lake and 
river would give an impetus to the 
whole industry and, while retail 
prices to the public would drop, the 
price to the fisherman would increase 
owing to the lessening of the present 
overhead caused by the public habit 
of eating fish mostly on Friday. 


Not only the fishing industry, but 
the medical profession are behind 
the move to encourage people to eat 
more fieh through the week Many 
medical columnists of newspapers 
have gone on record as to the nutri- 
tive and healthful value of fish 
With its richness in proteins, min- 
erals and other elements. they aay, 
fish ia an important article of diet. 
as nourishing as other foods and 
more easily digested.
